Yesterday's Game 
First In 

Intercompany Schedule

Yesterday afternoon, at 4.30 
p.m., the intcrcompnny footbnll 
schedule got under way as Army 
and Airforcc took the field. 
Army opened up the offensive 
by drawing first blood, and kept 
it up to carry llic game 10-6. 

Cold wintry blasts swept the sta- 
dium, and all five spectators hud- 
dled in their seats. For the lirst 
few minutes of the same the ball 
moved back and forth all over the 
field. Ouimet kicked the first 
point for Army, when Fltzpatrlck 
of the Airforcc squad failed to run 
the ball out from behind the line. 
'Army seemed to be in fine form, 
and were not lone in following up 
their opening bid. IHarriott. this 
time, booted the. leather over . the 
line to score the second point for 
the Army blue. Shortly afterwards, 
Gibson .intercepted an Alrforce 
pass, but was unable to run the 
ball any distance. Near the end of 
the quarter, Army completed a for- 
ward to the Airforce 4 yard line, 
but were unable to score. Thus, 
the first fifteen minutes of play 
found Army out in front to. the 
tune of 2-0. 

FUMBLES PREVAIL . 

The second quarter saw Airforce 
looking better, with Rapclje kick- 
ing well. The boys in the Red 
sweaters had their back against the 
wall, and tried hard to score. Army 
opened the scoring once more, bow 
ever, when Cleary completed a tor- 
ward from Smith to score a touch- 
down. The touch was not convert- 
ed. Army fumbled on their 38 yard 
line, and the ball was recovered by 
Victor of the Airforce squad. Army 
fumbled once more on the Airforce 
kick, and MacDonald fell on the 
ball to make a touchdown for Air- 
force. The point was converted, 
bringing Airforce up to 6, Army 7. 

Another fumble, by Airforce this 
lime, gave the ball to Army on the 
Airforce 40 yard line. LafoUey ran 
through a hole in the Airforce line 
to carry the ball to the 10 yard line, 
A placement kick, by Marriott made 
the score 10-6 for Army. 

SECOND HALF DULL 

A poor kick by Airforcc started 
off the second half. An Airforce 
pass was Intercepted by Poulson, 
who ran about forty yards before 
being tackled by MacDonald on .the 
Airforcc 1 yard line. Marriott tried 
a placement kick which went wide 
of the posts. The Army team then 
tried an end run whjch went off 
side. Airforce kicked. the ball back 
to centre field; and from then on 
fumbles and incompleted . forwards 
prevailed until the end of the third 
quarter. 

Early in the last quarter tempers 
flared, and the Airforcc team were 
penalized 10 yards. Poulson inter- 
cepted another Airforce pass, but 
was soon brought down. Two more 
Airforce passes were intercepted, 
one by Gibson and the olher by 
Smith. Army's kick was blocked, 
and the Airforcc team had the ball 
on their opponent's 40 yard line 
First down resulted in an. incom- 
pleted pass. Airforce bucked' the 
line for two yards, after which they 
tried another pass' which was in

Since the intcrcompnny sports 
schedule is well under way by 
this time, it might be well for the 
student to keep in his mind the 
importance of the point partiel» 
pation scoring system, for it is 
by this means that the' winning 
company' will be chosen at the 
end of the. term. . 

The system' wa5 devised mainly 
from the experience gained, from 
last year, and it alms' to award 
points for willingness to play as 
well as for athletic ability. No 
longer will five points be dedtirtca 
for a' default,, but any team that 
plays 'a' gathe. will bè awarded five 
points, and 'the winner will get an 
extra five. 

SCALE OF SPORTS 

The major sports' will receive. a 
greater percentage of the aggre- 
gate points than a minor sport. The 
importance of each entry depends 
on the number of studenta partiel' 
pating and upon the number of 
meets held, or of games played. 

The scoring system as Issued by 
the athletic office follows:

New York Philharmonie Enters Second Century 
The oldest Symphony Orchestra In the 
United Slates and the third oldest In the world, 
the New York Philharmonic, is now celebrat- 
ing a gala Centennial Season. Its Sunday af- 
ternoon concerts are carried locally by Station 
CKAC at 4.00 i>.m. 

A group ot public-spirited citizens of New 
York in 1842 proposed the establishment of a 
"large and permanent society" whose object 
should be "the study and rendering of sym- 
phonies, overtures and other classical music In 
such a maimer as to cultivate a more general 
knowledge and a more correct public taste." 
The Fliilhannonic's first concert was held on 
December 7, 1842, tmder the direction of a mu- 
sician from Connecticut named Ureli Corelll 
Hill. 

Hill was the first of a Une of illustrious con- 
ductors which Included Theodore Thomas, 
Mahler, Mengclberg, and Toscanlnl. Other 
great conductors will appear with the Philhar- 
monic during its one hundredth season, which 
will Include a scries of twenty-eight concerts. 
Among the conductors will be Slokowski, who 
will direct his second of two concerts next 
Sunday; the permanent conductor, John Bar- 
biroUl, Bruno Walter, Arthur Hodzinski of the 
Cleveland Orchestra, and Dimltri Mltropoulos 
of the Minneapolis Symphony. 

On Sunday afternoon, Mr. StokowskI will 
present a program consisting of his own tran- 
scription of "Pictures at an Exhibition" by 
Mussorgsky, the popular Symphony in D minor 
by Cesar Fronck, and the Guaracho from Mor- 
ton Gould's "Latin American Symphonette."

Youth Odyssey 



(Latt Friday's Daily ran a neuji item, on 
interview with Miss Ruth Shirley. Because o/ 
it* interest to college students everywhere, it 
was decided to run a iuUer account o/ the 
"Americon Youth Odyssey."; 



The "American Youth Odyssey" Is a plan 
formulated by Miss Ruth Shirley, a young 
Texan who speaks with the tones ot one who 
has absolute faith in her plan. 

'To release the creative imagination of Am- 
erican youth by education through experience; 
to open the eyes of Americans to help discover 
the 'Bluebird' in our own backyard," Is the 
basic idea of the "American Youth Odyssey." 

The realization that America's future as 
well as that ot the rest ot the world depends 
on that era that will follow the peace after the 
war has impressed itself so deeply on the 
minds of many American students and young 
people that when this idea ot the Odyssey was 
brought forth, they Immediately took this up 
as the only way in which United Stales, Can 
ada and all other countries actually untouched 
by the hand of war could materially and spiri- 
tually help Europe regain Its moral and cul- 
tural equilibrium. This has been the finding 
of Miss Shirley as she travelled all over the 
United Stales speaking to students, public of 
f icials and societies. 

Although Miss Shirley's plan calls for 
peace, she must not be considered among the 
ranks of the Isolationists as she wants peace 
but "not any peace; wc must have a complete 
peace, so that we can go over and start rebuild 
ing Europe for Itself." 

The "Youth Odyssey" will be ."American 
Youth's reply to the needs of war-torn Eur- 
ope." People, young people, trained specially 
in summer camps and In experimental inter 
national living conditions will form the neuc 
leus ot a peacetime expedition of about five 
thousand Americans. These people will work 
in small groups In co-operation with similar 
groups formed of students of the European 
Universities. Together they will attempt to put 
Europe on its feet. Politics will not be the aim 
ot the Odyssey. Its aim will be to help train 
Youth for their eventual posts as leaders of 
their various countries. 

Funis for the year's training in Interna 
tlonal living will be provided by interested 
people, perhaps by the government, but there 
will be no political organization to hamper the 
work. 

After the fiasco of American aid In the per- 
iod following the last war, there was a definite 
emptiness and uneasy feeling In the minds of 
Americans. This is their opportunity to repair 
any Ill-feeling that may have resulted from 
this. 

The natural question regarding the Odyssey 
plan would be "Will the Europeans receive us 
in the proper frame of mind?" This side of 
the enterprise is being handled by a European, 
Georges Henri Martin, a Parisian whose father 
was a prominent editor in France before its 
downfall. 

Miss Shirley and Mr. Martin are at ■present 
collaborating on a book to explain the meaning 
and value of the Odyssey. While studying in 
Geneva Miss Shirley stayed at the Interna 
tlonal House and there came into contact with 
people from all parts cit the world, especially 
Europeans. Acquainted with these people and 
knowning their way of life and their way of 
thinking, Miss Shirley has definite reason to 
believe that her plan is suitable for all. 
' The actual workings ot the plan are quite 
simple. At present the groundwork is behig 
laid. She is working hard now with a group 
of volunteers who have faith In the Idea to 
spread the plan over the United Stales. Ad- 
dresses to student groups, public meetings, 
radio broadcasts all help to make America 
aware ot the "Youth Odyssey." It will eventu- 
ally be the combination ot the efforts ot every 
youth organization in America, taking part in 
the making of history instead ot sitting^ back 
and watching it happen. 

The operating unit of the Odyssey will be a 
trailer. Completely equipped and manned by 
a trained crew they will be able to work in 
their designated area as a complete unit. Den- 
tal clinics, medical clinics, engineers, chemists, 
water purification setups, seed, food, cigarettes, 
chocolate, soap, farm equipment will help to 
restore the feeling of security and peace among 
the citizens of the various countries of Europe. 
It will be "the moral equivalent of war, a 
means ot transition from wartime to peacetime 
economy, a mobilization of democracy's forces 
—material and personnel— to help prevent 
.post-war disillusionment and unemployment 
here and to help Europe by personally sharing 
her woes and aid in her hour ot need and when 
she is in extreme difficulty at a historic mo- 
ment, when otherwise, desperation might well 
allow the aftermath of war to be' worse than 
war itself." - 

Set up in Europe, in the various communi- 
ties, will be Central Reception and Student 
Committees aware of the task facing this 
peacetime expeditionary force and willing to 
co-operate so as to be of material aid in ac- 
quainting the visitors, or rather workers, ot the 
Idiosyncrecies ot the people encountered in tht 
various districts. These c<»nmittèe8 will ot>tain 
the sanction from the local and government of- 
ficials to allow the work to go on unhampered 
by "red tape." 

A statement of policy and objective of the 
Youth Odyssey appears below. It is on these 
basic ideas that Miss Ruth Shirley has founded 
her plan. This has been the result ot her lec- 
ture tour which has carried her ioin: times

THE AUTHORITY OF THE 
YOUTH ODYSSEY 

1. Political. 

Based on the mandate of pub- 
lic opinion and youth deter- 
mined a world better fitted to 
mankind shall be constructed 
from this present violence.

A public administrative agency 
and co-ordinating center. 

2. Advisory Conunlttee: edi- 
tors, educators, journalists, 
writers. 

3. Central Operating Board 
composed of representatives 
from each co-oporatlng organi- 
zation, such as Junior League, 
Scouts, universities, municipali- 
Ues, NRA, etc. 

B. In South America— Simi- 
lar set-up, with variations as 
necessary. 

C. For each European coui); 
try— Central Reception and Stu- 
dent Committees. 

This statement of policy is clear 
cut and needs no enlargbig; it Is 
simple and comprehensive. 

At present Miss Shirley is back 
In New York where she will speak 
on the "Town Hall of the Air" Pro- 
gram and later make a National 
N.B.C. hookup address to reach as 
many people as possible 'with her 
plan. Meanwhile at the headquar- 
ters ot the American Youth Odys- 
sey In Henderson Castle, Washing- 
ton D.C. a skeleton staff of volun- 
teers Is working hard to spread the 
story of the Youth Odyssey so that 
all who might consider themselves 
able candidates for the work, gen- 
erally outlined above, may start 
preparing themselves for Uie doy 
when the order to march will be 
given.

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Linguistics Is 
Great Asset 

J. L. Darbelnet 
Speaks Before 
McGill Âlumnae 



stressing that a knowledge of 
foreign language is a desirable thing 
which cannot be bought and that it 
can only be acquired by hard work, 
Prof. J. L. Darbelnet of the French 
Department spoke on the topic, 
"Using a Foreign Language," at a 
meeting of.thc McGill Alunuiae So 
clety. 

Prof. Darbelnet stated that the 
study of a foreign language need 
not be considered' a "chore" it the 
student puts heart and soul into the 
study. The study, once taken ui>, 
must be active and eager; it does 
not consist merely of listening to 
the words of a teacher. 

A natural aptitude for language is 
not a prerequisite for . its study, re- 
marked the speaker; a student can 
express himself fairly well in a for< 
elgn language regardless of his gift. 
It has been found, however, that 
those gifted in mathematics and sci- 
ence are not generally skilled in 
languages. 

There are a variety of purposes 
and various levels of attainment in 
learning a language, continued 
Prof. Darbelnet. Some people wish 
to learn Just enough of the foreign 
words and grammar to be able to 
read the language, while others 
want to specialize in their study. In 
the former case, there is a danger 
of being acquainted with the liter 
ature of a language but not being 
able to understand its background. 

In his talk Prof. Darbelnet ex 
pressed the belief that travellers, 
having to learn to speak several 
languages, never master any of 
them. He added that no student can 
fully understand the grammar and 
background o( more than two 
languages. "Though a billnguallst is 
equally at home in both languages, 
in most cases there Is one which he 
will use more spontaneously than 
the other," he stated. An interest 
ing case in point is the one in 
which people speak one language 
at home and another elsewhere. 

In his concluding remarks, the 
speaker said that learning a> new 
language means a new way of feel- 
ing, a new way of looking at things^ 
and a new personality for the stu- 
dent.

Views Effects 
Of Pressures 
On Pilots 



At a gathering of more than 
sixty-five members of the McGill 
Pre-Medical Society, Dr. D. L. 
Thomson, the head of the Depart- 
mest of Bio-Chemistry, gave a talk 
on the physical effect upon com 
mercial pilots and Air Force men, 
of change; in air pressure. The Doc- 
tor discussed the different phases 
of the "air life" of a pilot, and sug 
gested that the means of combat- 
ting the dreaded "blackout" in 
power dive has been found. He also 
mentioned that parachute Jumping 
is not as "terrible" as is generally 
thought, but that it is more like 
drifting in a breeze at 125 m.pJi. A 
very keen interest in the topic was 
shown, as the brisk question period 
which followed revealed.

McGiUtStudent Is First 
Commissioned Chinese 



Mr. Roger Cheng, a graduate 
of McGiU University, is be- 
lieved to be the first Chinese to 
win a commission in the Cana- 
dian Active Army. He wai 
awarded his commission as a 
second lieutenant in the Royal 
Canadian Corps of Signallers. 
Recently Cheng received orders 
to fly to Brockville, Ontario, to 
take a six-weeks advanced 
course in signals technique. 

Cheng, while at McGlU, re- 
ceived the degree of Bachelor 
of Electrical Engineering. Last 
winter he Joined the Canadian 
Officers Training Corps at the 
University of British Columbia. 
He was born at Llllooet, British 
lumbja«%i^ere his giandpar* 




After 10 weeks overseas. Dr. 
Wilder Fenficld, Professor of 
Neuro-surgcry at McGill, re- 
ports that despite extra work 
and privation, the health of the 
people of Great Britain has' 
never been better. Dr. Penfield, 
on July 24 of this year, flew to 
Britain as the representative ot 
the associate committee on 
medical research ot the National 
Research Council of Canada. 
The late Sir Frederick Banting 
headed the committee untU his 
untimely death, and the wo'l* 
is now being directed by Dr. 
James Bertram Colllp. 

Dr. Penfield, speaking further 
on the subject, stated that there 
has been a number of mislead- 
ing statements concerning the 
general health of the people in 
Britain, such as reports of hy- 
steria and difficulty among the 
civil population. "Observations 
over a period of weeks refute 
this directly," he stated. 

"There is less psychoneurosis 
and l>ys^FjB«l,amon|^^Jthe civU 



population In Great Britain 
than . during peacetime," he 
stated. "It has practically dlsap* 
pcarcd. I believe it is all part 
of the extraordinary reaction of 
the general public In Great 
Britain. They arc really won- 
derful. Almost everyone is do- 
ing a double job. There is no 
complaining, no malingering, 
and no imaginary neurological 
iUs." 

"This," he continued, "is pos- 
sibly due In part to a carefully 
worked out plan ot insurance, 
and the effective manner in 
which casualties are looked af- 
ter in an excellent hospital re- 
organization under the emer- 
gency hospital service" 

Though the medical profes- 
sion Is carrying on extraordi- 
narily well, he stated that there 
was a real shortage of doctors 
both in the army and civil life. 

"But," he eonUnued, "from 
the point ot view' of general 
health, there is no indication of 
deficiency in the people."
